”The right to privacy is the right of the individual to decide for himself how much 
he will share with others his thoughts, his feelings, and the facts of his personal 


life 


”In recent years there has been a severe erosion of this right by the wide¬ 
spread and often callous use of various devices of eavesdropping, lie detection, and 
secret observation. 

So said the panel appointed by the President's Office of Science and Technology 
to study privacy and behavioral research. The panel chose to publish a preliminary 
summary of its report in our weekly journal. Science . 

The report, which includes recommendations for government agencies as well as 

for university and professionaL associations, is so important that I would like to- 

offer you a reprint. (If you are already receiving Science as an AAA.S member, please 
pass this letter along to a colleague.) 

Science publishes much that is of interest to researchers in the behavioral and 
social sciences. I do, of course, hope that this reprint will serve to interest you 
in joining AAAS and reading Science regularly. But if you do not wish to join, you 
may use the reply envelope enclosed to request the reprint. 

This is the sort of reading you will find in Science : 

What are realistic prospects for improvement in the world food supply? 

How has study of cultural attitudes in Nepal suggested changes in science 
teaching methods? 

What evidence is coming from continued animal experiments on magnesium pemoline 
as a drug that improves memory? 

How are monkeys being trained to pick coconuts in Thailand? 

Can home countries take the initiative in reversing the "brain drain"? 


I wish I had room to extend this list: for example, the 10 March issue includes 
a report on how President Kerr's resignation is affecting the state university he 
led to an eminence rivaling that of Harvard. 

But I want to tell you also that the Association is undertaking new activities 
in the social sciences and in the relation of science to society, as our new 
president takes office. He, as you probably know, is Don Price, dean of Harvard's 
John F. Kennedy School of Government. These new activities and interests will be 
announced in Science and in our quarterly newsletter, the AAAS Bulletin .
